Courtroom Packed 
"I predicted th a t w itnesses would 
appear who under oath would m ake 
untrue statem ents and 
the court 
would receive affidavits of untrue 
statem ents; 
th a t 
the 
defendants 
would hear astonishing facts," he 
shouted. 
T he old courtroom , rem odeled for 
tile trials which started November 
20, 1945, was packed to the doors 
for tile w ind-up of the draw n-out 
case against the one-tim e Nazi lead­ 
ers, 
charged 
w ith 
high 
crim es 
against hum anity. Tile court was 
expected to recess tonight to WTite 
Its verdict, expected in about two 
weeks 
Tile o n re-arro g an t G e rin g kept 
his sharp, peering eyes averted from 
the fo u r-power Allied court, as he 
read his last words of Justification 
for his conduct. 
Final O utburst 
in a high, strong voice the form er 
R eichsm arshal m ade an appeal "for 
the G erm an people" regardless of 
w hat fate lay In spire for him self 
He sought to am eliorate any guilt 
for him self, however, by declaring 
th a t the prosecution had failed to 
show by docum entary proof where 
and 
how 
he 
could 
have known 
everything 
th a t 
happened 
under 
H itler, even though he adm ittedly 
was tile num ber two Nazi. 
In a final outburst, G oering as­ 
serted he was nevertheless "stan d ­ 
ing back of everything I have done " 
"T he only m otive which guided me 
was my ard en t love for my people. 
I call on th e Alm ighty and the G er­ 
m an people as my witness.” 
To Consum e limy 
Joachim Von Ribbentrop. who fol­ 
lowed Hess, defended his conduct as 
foreign m inister w ith th e declara­ 
tion th a t G erm any sought m uch the 
sam e things as tile U nited S tates, 
B ritain and Russia — "the only d if­ 
ference is that they th in k In term s 
of continents, we in term s of cor­ 
ridors. 
“In/1939, I m et S talin in Moscow- 
and he d id n 't seek a peaceful set­ 
tlem ent," he said. "Tile conduct of 
the m an in 1939 was not considered 
a crim e against peace." 
I t took an entire hour to hear 
Goering, Hess and Von Ribbentrop, 
indicating th a t the speeches of the 
rest of tile defendants would co n ­ 
sum e most of tile day. 
K eitel Blames H itler 
T he gist of the other defendants' 
pleas: 
Field M arshal W ilhelm K eitel: "It 
is not my Intention to minimize th a t 
w hich took place." He put the blam e 
on H itler as th e real instigator of 
th e orders . . . wtien an order was 
given by tile F uehrer, he said. "I 
acted according to my duty as I saw 
it." 
E rnst K altenbrunner; Claim ed he 
learned 
of 
concentration 
c a m p 
crim es "only to tile sm allest extent." 
He contended he was kept in the 
dark about the anti-Jew ish p ro­ 
gram , but com m ented, "the an ti- 
Sem itism of H itler as we know it 
was barbarism ." 
Alfred Rosenberg: "Adolf H itler 
drew m ore and m ore unto him self 
people who were not my com rades 
but my enem ies. O urs was a struggle 
for a noble Idea.” 
A ppearance Has C hanged 
Hails F rank: B itterly accused H it­ 
ler as "the m ain d efen d an t” and be­ 
rated his cowardice for com m itting 
suicide "w hen h is people 
needed 
him .” D eclared th a t G erm any lost 
the war "because God h as spoken 
his judgm ent over H itler." 
Tile once m ighty G erm an leaders, 
for all of whom the death penalty 
has been dem anded by th e prosecu­ 
tion, present a far different ap p ear­ 
ance th a n they did w hen they first 
took th eir seats in the dock on Nov. 
20, 1945. 
Nine m onths of listening to the 
evidence of the crim es ag ain st h u ­ 
m anity w ith w hich they are charged 
and to the efforts of th eir defense 
lawyers to offset th eir records, has 
changed them physically and m e n t­ 
ally.

LICENSES TO 
HUNT FREE TO 
• SERVICEMEN 


Any Pennsylvania resident now in 
the 
arm ed 
forces of 
the 
United 
S tates can still obtain a free hunting 
license by applying to any county 
treasurer, acocrdlng to copies of the 
state h u n tin g regulations for the 
1946-1947 season, ju st received at 
the office of Adams County T reas­ 
urer D onald C. Stallsm ith in the 
court house. Service m en and women 
who are norm ally residents of other 
states, lf officially stationed in P en n ­ 
sylvania for 30 days or m ore before 
m aking application, may also obU in 
free licenses. 
T he free licenses, however, will 
not be available to .service m en and 
women after W orld W ar II Is of­ 
ficially term inated by federal action, 
the regulations warn. 
W arning on Safety 
Tile regulations are prefaced w ith 
this w arning: “C areful shooting pre­ 
vents accidents,” and the pam phlets 
also list as "im p o rtan t” th a t "no 
loaded guns are allowed in au to ­ 
mobiles. Do not place, possess or 
carry a loaded rifle or loaded sh o t­ 
gun in or on an autom obile, or 
other conveyance, upon or along any 
highw ay open to public use. Shells 
m ust also or rem oved from m aga­ 
zine. Penalties, $10 arid $25.” 
Tile gam e laws provide th a t every 
hunting accident m ust be reported. 
The sta te also 
w ants “chiselers” 
cau g h t, and declares: "Tile vast m a­ 
jority of P ennsylvania’s h u n ters are 
real .sportsmen, and observe the law. 
You can help yourself and prom ote 
better h u n tin g by reporting viola­ 
tions prom ptly to any gam e pro­ 
tector or to the n earest field divi­ 
sion office." 
H unting license fees are $2 for 
resident, $15 for non-resident. M in­ 
im um age is 12 years. Persons under 
16 years m ust present w ritten re ­ 
quest signed by 
p aren t or legal 
guardian. The dog train in g season 
is August 20 to M arch 31, Sundays 
included. C arrying shotgun or rifle 
is prohibited.

2. D ie National Labor Relations 
Act, passed in 1935, says an em­ 
ployer shall not engage in unfair 
labor practices against his employes. 
(An example of what that act 
calls an unfair labor practice: If an 
employer tries to prevent his em­ 
ployes from joining a union.) 
This week the national labor re­ 
lations board issued a ruling In the 
case of a New York company. 
Must Be ‘‘Temperate" 
D ie union had complained to the 
board, which enforces the labor re­ 
lations act. that the company had 
tried to keep its employes from 
joining the union. 
D ie ruling said in part: 
'Standing alone and in the ab­ 
sence of other evidence, the presen­ 
tation of an argument <by an em­ 
ployer), temperate in form and con­ 
taining no intimation of reprisal 
may not .support an inference of co­ 
ercion. 
' But the situation I* quite dif­ 
ferent where it is clear that the 
employer’s purpose is not merely to 
express his views, but rather engage 
in an organized, intensive and ag­ 
gressive campaign forming part of 
a general course of conduct aimed 
at achieving objectives forbidden by 
the act." 
<The board, in the New York 
case, found tliat company officials 
one bour before tile employes voted 
on joining a union, had made "an­ 
ti-union" speeches and had done, 
previously, other 
things 
to 
dis­ 
courage joining.) 
Must Not Threaten 
But. 
translated 
Into 
everyday 
speech, what does the language of 
the board mean? At the labor rela­ 
tions board's offices, this was the ex­ 
planation given: 
A boss is free to tell his employes 
what he thinks of a union or even 
denounce it if in denouncing it: 
1. He doesn't threaten them if 
they join. or try to coerce them 
into not joining. 
2. His denunciation Is not part of 
a general effort to prevent the em­ 
ployes from joining.
